EDUCATION 

In  addition  to  cooperating  with  the  general  Museum 
programme  of  education,  the  Museum  of  Zoology  has  carried 
out  a  number  of  educational  projects  of  its  o wn. 

Nature  Projects  with  Children:  For  two  or  three  years  Mrs. 
A.  R.  Whittemore  has  been  carrying  on  project  work  with, 
children  at  the  Museum.  As  a  result  of  an  exhibition  of 
this  work  held  in  the  Museum  in  January,  Mrs.  Whittemore 
has  been  deluged  with  requests  from  principals  and  teachers 
to  give  talks  and  demonstrations  on  this  type  of  activity 
project.  Such  projects  are  especially  suited  to  the  new 
curriculum  which  emphasises  activity  on  the  part  of  pupils. 
It  is  now  proposed  that  Mrs*  "hittemore  should  offer  courses 
in  this  work  for  teachers  in  a  number  of  centres  throughout 
the  city  next  fall.  The  Museum’s  promotion  of  this  type  of 
work  is  an  important  educational  contribution.
